3. Due to the rapid formation of this DXpedition, no organization has been able to get 
support together and no manufacturers of equipment (except XM tuners) have been able 
to get on line. 

4. The only pilot possibility is VU2MY at the NIAR (niarvu4@ gmail.com). He will know 
QSL info. 

5. Please remember this is a "mighty lite" operation that is establishing that ham radio is 
"OK" on Andaman, NOT a huge arrival of top opertors with tons of gear, so be nice and 
patient, please.
